Applicant's arguments filed 2/6/2007 with respect to the amended claim 1 have 
been fully considered and found persuasive. Therefore, claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 1 recites a power supply device for driving a motor comprises an over- 
voltage detection circuit detects an over-voltage, the over-voltage detection circuit is 
coupled to the fail detection circuit, the fail detection circuit generates a voltage when 
the over-voltage detection circuit detects the over-voltage, the fail detection circuit 
coupled to an output terminal that outputs a normal operation signal to a drive motor 
control device and to an over-voltage signal terminal that outputs an over-voltage signal 
to a switching control circuit, the switching control circuit includes an output voltage 
suppression processing unit that suppresses an increase in the output voltage when the 
over-voltage is detected. The references of record do not teach or suggest the 
aforementioned limitations, nor would it be obvious to modify those references to 
include such limitations.
